or aa affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Opera-house hall, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote and appropriate 
for the observance of Memorial day. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote and appropriate 
for the public library. 


5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to ap- 
point a night watchman, and appropriate money for the same. 


6. Toseeif the town will vote to allow the selectmen to dis- 
tribute inventory blanks when taking inventory of the town. 


7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise the license fees, as pro- 
vided for in section 32 of an ‘‘Act to regulate the traffic in intox- 
icating liquor,’’ passed by the New Hampshire legislature of 1903. 


8. Toseeif the town will vote to discontinue so much of the 
highway in said town, near the so called Gorham dam of the Berlin 
Mills Company, as lies between a point four hundred and fifty feet 
northeasterly along the highway as now travelled from a point op- 
posite the center of the dwelling house of Mercy M. Peabody, and a 
point where the old highway intersects the new road as now trav- 
elled, and being a distance of about sixteen hundred and fifty feet. 


9. Toseeif the town will vote to discontinue so much of the 
highway in said town, near the Cascades, so called, as lies souther- 
ly of the line dividing the city of Berlin from the town of Gorham, 
and leading to a point easterly and directly opposite the northerly 
side line of the new highway as now travelled, and fifty-seven feet 
northerly of the continuation of the line dividing the property of 
the Berlin Mills Company.and the Berlin Street Railway. _ 

10. To see if the town will vote to buy a street sprinkler, to be 
used on the streets subject to the order of the selectmen, and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 
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11. To hear the reports of town officers, agents and committees 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of the 
act of the legislature of the session of 1905, entitled ‘‘An act au- 
thorizing the town of Gorham to establish water-works and sew- 
ers;’’ choose all necessary officers, commissioners or agents pro- 
vided for therein, and pass any other votes necessary to put said act 
into operation and carry out various provisions, purposes and intents 
of the same. 

13. To see if the town will vote to establish, construct, main- 
tain and operate a system of water-works for fire protection and 
for the domestic and other general public and private uses of its in- 
habitants, and a system of sewers for properly draining the build- 
ings and public streets of the town; to provide money for the same 
by borrowing a sufficient amount upon its notes, bonds or other obli- 
gations, and choose such committees, officers or agents as may be 
necessary or convenient to carry out any vote that may be passed 
under this article. 

14. To see what action the town will take with reference to pur- 
chasing so much of the Grand Trunk sewer as extends from the 
south side of Main street, through Alpine street, to the Andros- 
coggin river, or any other sewer now laid in the public streets of 
the town. | 

15. To see if the town will adopt the following ordinance: 
No person shall erect any unsightly structure, dwelling house or 
other building on Main street between Peabody and Moose rivers. 

16. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.
